ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


R.—The “‘firing season” for small arms in the U. S. Army 
expires Oct. 31. 

D. R. T.—Your a ey is on file and your chances 
of being ordered before the board are very good. 

S. E. R.—The pay of a cadet at the U. 8. Military Acad- 
emy, West Point, is $540 a year, sufficient, as the prospectus 
intimates, with proper economy for his support. 

N. T. asks: is the character on a soldier's discharge ‘Very 
good” better than ‘‘Good’’? Answer.—Yes; company com- 
manders are required to accurately describe the character 
of a soldier on discharge, and the adjective “Very’’ must 
therefore be given full weight. 

REX asks: When a retired officer dies is his widow en- 
titled to a pension if the officer was retired for disability in 
line of duty, section 1251, Revised Statutes? Answer.—Yes; 
if his death is from disease incurred in service. The pay 
which a retired officer receives is not a pension for dis- 
ability; it is pay, or, if you choose, a pension for service. 

M. B. A. asks: (1) Can any civil court dismiss an officer 
from the reguiar Army? (2) Can the Secretary of War 
summarily dismiss an officer from the Army except by con- 
firming the findings and sentence of a court martial? An- 
swer.—(1)No. (2) He cannot, nor can he confirm or in ia 
any way act upon the sentence of a court martial. But the 
President of the United States can. 

T. E. R.—The highest rank now in the Army is Major 
General, but the grades of General and Lieutenant General 
have heretofore existed until abolished by law. Grant, 
Sherman and Sheridan are the only ones who had the rank 
of General. Lieutenant Generals have been Washington, 
Grant, Sherman, Sheridan and Schofield. Scott held the 
brevet rank of Lieutenant General. 

D.—The case of Capt. George A. Armes, 10th Cav., under 
which he left the service over twenty-five years ago is 
promulgated in G. C. M. O. 36, H. Q. A., June 7, 1870. 
The action was afterwards, in 1874, act of June 8, amended 
to honorable discharge under act of Congress of April 23, 
1878. He was reappointed Captain 10th Cay., with rank 
from July 28, 1866, and was retired Sept. 15, 1883, for dis- 
ability in line of duty. 


H. M. H.—Your question has no_ pvint. No man 
ean enlist in the Army now for more than _ three 
years. If discharged under G. O. 80, A. G. ©O., 1890, 


he must remain out two months and then if he re-enlists 
it must be for three years under the act of Congress ap- 
proved Aug. 1, 1894. The law giving furlough and discharge 
after three years and three months’ service still stands, 
but when all the five-year men are gone then it, of course, 
becomes a dead letter. 

RETIRED SOLDIER.—Par. 1635, A. R., answers your 
question. It directs: ‘‘Medical officers at their stations will 
urnish medical attendance to officers and enlisted men en 
the retired list, but they shall not be required to leave their 
stations for that purpose. Medicines, dressings, etc., will be 
supplied to retired officers and enlisted men from Army dis- 
pensaries on medical officers’ prescriptions.” 

W. S. asks: Can a soldier drawing re-enlisted pay and who 
has been discharged under G. 80, A. G. O., 1890 (three 
years and three months’ service), obtain his discharge a 
second time under the same order? Answer.—Yes; if he is 
now serving in a five years’ enlistment. 

STUDENT.—Attorney General Wirt, in his opinion under 
date of Feb. 12, 1825, fixes the close of the Revolutionary 
War at the ratification of the definite treaty of peace, ‘April 
23, 1783, but in the adjustment of commutation claims un- 
der act of March 22, 1783, the war is considered as having 
closed with the final disbanding of the troops, Nov. 3, 1783. 
and consequently the five years’ full pay referred to in the 
act of March 22, 1783, commenced Noy. 4, 1783. 


EK. DPD. F. asks: Are all questions of a tactical nature an- 
swered in your paper by a retired Army officer. I have

been informed that tactical questions submitted to your of- 
fice are answered by a young man on your editorial staff 
who has had but little military experience, but I hold that 
an Army officer attached to the Journal answers all such 
questions? Answer.—Questions of a tactical nature in our 
columns are not answered by a retired Army officer, nor by 
a young man on our editorial staff with but little military 
experience. They are answered by the editor of the ‘‘Jour- 
nal" assisted when occasion requires by the highest and most 
reliable authority. Experts in these matters are always at 
our command, and when the “Journal’’ says ** Tis so’ you 
may rely upon it “‘ "Tis so.”’ 

OLD SOLDIER asks: I enlisted in volunteers March 7, 
1864, was mustered out Aug. 12, 1865, enlisted in the regu- 
lar Army Sept. 4, 1865, and was discharged by expiration of 
service Sept. 4, 1868.How much of this time counts double 
for retirement? Answer.—From March 7, 1864 to April 2, 
866. 

R. R. asks: Has the order requiring reports of money 
aid by post exchanges to the different organizations be- 
onging to the same been revoked? Answer.—Such reports 
are not now required, as G. O. 46, A. G. O., 1895, governs. 
We believe they are still rendered from some posts, but 
there is no regulation now in force which calls for them. 

TUXEDO asks: Where are the proper places for a Tuxedo 
coat to be worn? Is it correct at*a dinner where there are 
ladies? At a dinner where there are ladies and a danve 
afterward? At the theater with ladies? At the theater 
with men when you will meet ladies afterward? At an 
evening call on ladies? Answer.—A Tuxedo is a sort of 
half-dress and is subjected to much the same restrictions as 
a cutaway. It is not correct at dinner when there are ladies 
or at any formal dinner, at dinner when there are ladies 
and a dance afterward, nor at the theater with ladies. It 
can be worn at a theater with men when you will meet 
ladies afterward, but not during an evening call on ladies. 


SUBSCRIBER asks: How many applications are there on 
file for the — of Ordnance Sergeant? Will examina- 
tions be held within six months? Answer.—Yes; probably 
in December. The Department declines to give out this in- 
formation, but we have reason to believe there is a com- 
paratively large number. 


A. E. says: “Through the query column of your es- 
teemed journal may I hope for some advice regarding my 
connection with the U. S. Army and hence the unenviable 
position in which I am at present placed. I enlisted into 
the service in 1888, and I say with sincerity that, though 
born in Ireland, I doubt if there is an American living who 
could have felt a greater pride than I did in donning my 
first suit of blue. And with what feelings of shame and 
disgust do I look back to that unfortunate June evening 
when, frenzied with cursed alcohol, I was tempted to com- 
mit that most dastardly of crimes to the true military 
heart, ‘desertion.’ After two years and three months’ serv- 
ice with my regiment, having been promoted to the grade 
of corporal and sergeant respectively, I deserted while 
holding the latter grade. It was whisky and wrongs done 
me by my brother non-coms. (whether imaginary or other- 
wise, J leave to others to judge) that caused me to take 
the fatal step. I was young and unexperienced in wordly 
ways. And God knows I have had reason to repent of 
having taken it, for my life has been one continual source 
of misery and anxiety ever since. I can truly disclaim the 
truth of the stories of certain newspaper writers who claim 
that the life of the deserter from the Army is one of fes- 
tivity. I have run across some companions in misfortune 
and they lamented their having left the service very deep- 
ly. No wonder a deserter cannot make a success as a citi- 
zen, 


“After having left I took to earning my living by honest 
though very laborious means, working as a day laborer on 
railroads in the most outlandish places I could find as bet- 
ter to evade apprehension, but I could never content myself. 
Visions of my broken compact with the dearest and best 


flag on earth and melancholic prospects of a couple of years 
behind the bars of a military prison were ever fore me. 
No sooner would I begin to feel secure in a position thay 
somebody would come along who would recognize me, or 
might possibly do so. I got scared, quit my work ang 
sought work somewhere else, where I thought I would be 
less liable to be discovered. I come to the conclusion that 
I would be discovered sooner or later, and, longing to make 
for myself a home in some place or another, I made up my 
mind that I would at last face the music and get through 
with it. I was sick of playing the role of the outcast ang 
the criminal, for, by the way, crime in my family before 
my rash act was an unknown quantity. This is where | 
am at now. I enlisted again as a recruit into a regiment 
where I thuught my secret would not be discovered and try 
by all means to make an honorable discharge, and after 
receiving it to surrender myself on the other charge. | 
came in under the three-year act, and have not yet beep 
found, having served a year of this fraudulent enlistment, 
for it can be nothing. I have served this last year with 
credit, never have been before my company commanier, 
and have not touched a drop of liquor of any kind since | 
have been in. But knowing what I do, I cannot look a 
my company commander without turning crimson with 
shame Jest he should some day discover what az unprip. 
cipled rascal I have been. The more kindness he shows me 
the more shame-faced I get. He thinks me a good soldier 
for I have indeed been good since I have been in his com. 
pany, and I have reason to be. And I am most sincerely 
sorry for having been such an ingrate to my late company 
commander, who was kind and just, but unfortunate jp 
being placed in command of a company of men who were, 
with few exceptions, inveterate drunkards. Now, sir, apol- 
ogizing most humbly for the trouble this must cause you, | 
respectfully request you to give me the best advice as to 
what is my best course to pursue in order to make repara- 
tion for the past, and to again, though I shall never be the 
same, place me in the ranks as a respectable soldier, for | 
would rather die than be guilty of such villainy again. | 
was in credit with the department when I left and took 
nothing along. Will the statute of limitation be applicable 
in my case? There are some members of my late regiment 
here. I cannot tell whether they know me or not. I shup 
them as much as possible. This suspense is hard to bear 
Kindly advise me and I shall be ever grateful.” Answer 
The only advice we can conscientiously give you is to un- 
bosom yourself to your company commander, and thus re- 
lieve your mind in the only correct way. Your excellent 
service, even if under a fraudulent enlistment, will stand 
you in good stead, and though you may have to face a gep- 
eral courtmartial and purge yourself in that way, still 
there may be a chance, on representation of your Officers, 
for restoration to duty without trial. Be that as it may, we 
repeat our advice, ‘‘unbosom yourself to your company com- 
mander,”’ and take the chances. Otherwise you may carry 
through life a burden which will diminish your usefulness 
and imperil your peace of mind. The statute of limitation 
applies in your case, but even then you are amenable to 
trial for fraudulent enlistment. 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

Acting Comptroller Bowers in a decision states that the 
distribution of quarters at stations where there are public 
quarters belonging to the United States is governed by par. 
1078, Army Regulations. The authority of othe Quartertnes. 
ter’s Department is governed by the provisions of the act 
of June 18, 1878, and does not authorize that department to 
reimburse officers for hire of rooms, or to hire additional 
rooms for the use of officers serving with troops at military 
posts, where the number of assignable rooms belonging 
to the United States is in excess of the number allowed by 
law. Payments made in contravention of this act will be 
disallowed. The question was raised by Lieut. L. B. Law- 
ton, 9th Inf., who claimed reimbursement of $23.20, the 
amount paid by him for quarters at Madison Barracks.

and Army would withdraw altogether from competition 


as manufacturers of war material and limit themselves 
to their legitimate role of selecting it and making sure, 
by rigid inspection, that they are getting the best. The 
Government should make use of its great resources to 
build up and not to destroy private industries, and there 
js a just complaint when men who are obliged to furnish 
capital and brains at their own expense are compelled to 
unfairly compete with the salaried employes of the Gov- 
ernment and the plants established at the public expense. 
As to the case in point, we learn that some months ago 
the Ordnance Department communicated with the sev- 
eral gun manufacturers of the country and asked them 
to submit their field gun mechanisms for trial. The 
Hotchkiss and Driggs companies were the only ones to 
respond and the Department placed in competition with 
these types the Fletcher mechanism invented by Lieut. 
Frank F. Fletcher of the Navy. The board testing these 
pieces made a report which was inconclusive as to the 
relative merits of the Hotchkiss and Driggs gun, 
and placed the Fletcher mechanism far behind the oth- 
ers. Further trials by the officers at the Proving Ground 
with the Fletcher mechanism failed, we understand, to 
give any better results and the gun is now said to be in 
unserviceable condition. Capt. Sampson, Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, called for bids for the manufacture 
of 100 guns of either the Fletcher or Driggs types, it be- 
ing his belief, it is said, that the mechanisms gave equal 
satisfaction. The Driggs Co. put in a bid of $796 and 
the Hotchkiss Co. a bid of $829, and the Driggs Co. 
claimed that, being the lowest bidder and its mechan- 
ism having given better results than the Fletcher, it was 
entitled to the contract. After considering the matter, 
however, Capt. Sampson decided that as there was a 
lack of work at the Navy Yard the work of building the 
guns there could be done more expeditiously and at a 
cheaper price, selecting the Fletcher mechanism for the 
100 guns. It is claimed by the Driggs Co., in its argu- 
ment now before the Secretary, that its mechanism, as 
shown by the official reports, gave much better results 
than the Fletcher type and that as the test was competi- 
tive its mechanism should be adopted. It also states 
that if Capt. Sampson had intended to adopt the Fletch- 
er type and build the guns at the yard he should not 
have called for bids. The Secretary is expected to settle 
the matter within the next few days. In making his de- 
cision he should have in mind the consideration due to 
concerns which have spent years in perfecting a useful 
type of gun. 


The Judge Advocate General’s Department is prepar- 
ing its appeal to the Court of Appeals from the decision 
of Judge Bradley in the case of Capt. George A. Armes. 
It is expected that the appeal will be filed within the 
next few weeks and that the court will hear the argu- 
ments on Dec. 3, the case having been placed on the 
special calendar. The action of Justice Bradley in hold- 
ing that the arrest of Armes was illegal has aroused the 
indignation of the War Department, and it is not pro- 
posed to let the matter rest there. It is the intention of 
Secretary Lamont to bring Capt. Armes before a court 
martial, not, however, until the civil courts have passed 
upon the question that has been raised. Had the court 
sustained the action of Lieut. Gen. Schofield there would 
probably have been no court martial, but in view of the 
decision Capt. Armes will have to answer before a mili- 
tary court. But that is not all. The civil proceedings 
will be appealed and the Supreme Court of the United 
States will be called upon to pass upon the question. 





The Bureau Chiefs of the War Department do not 
like it that the Secretary, in making public extracts from 
their annual reports, omits their valuable recommenda- 
tions. In many cases they have made suggestions which 
they think the Army should have knowledge of, and they 
are not very much pleased that they should not see the 
light until after Congress meets. 


We learn that the drill regulations for infantry now 
heing revised by Maj. Gen. Ruger, U. S. A., will prob- 
ably be ready for issue early next summer, but not be- 
fore. The work of Gen. Ruger upon the Manual of 
Arms is an earnest of the improvement which will be 
found in the drill when it finally leaves his masterly 
It is the general testimony that never before has 
the Army had so good a manual. We have not heard 
4 single growl against it thus far. The large experience 
of Gen. Ruger in handling troops in battle enables him 
to judge what is and what is not needed for the field. 
Our tactics have been heretofore mere adaptations of 
foreign tactics; as they come from the hands of their 
reviser they will be something more than this. They 
Will be simplified and condensed somewhat.

Col. Henry and assigned him to 
Jefferson Barracks, believing that to be a good billet for 
him. 


The Seattle “Post-Intelligencer” reproduces a Cana- 
dian map to prove its statement that England is doing 
her utmost to grab almost every available site in Alaska 
for a seaport. The map bears the legend, “Map of the 
province of British Columbia, compiled by direction of 
the Hon. G. B. Martin, Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works, Victoria, B. C., 1895.” Our Seattle con- 
temporary says: “Although denials have come from Can- 
ada that such claims were made, and dispatches inspired 
by Government officials have been sent out from Wash- 
ington city stating that the warnings given during the 
last year by the ‘Post-Intelligencer’ as to Great Brit- 
ain’s designs to grab the choicest parts of Alaska Terri- 
tory, and as to the American Government’s supineness 
in the matter, were warranted by facts, this official map 
published by the Government of the province most in- 
terested proves that everything the ‘Post-Intelligencer’ 
has printed on the subject was true, and that there is 
good ground calling for vigilance on the part of the 
United States.” 


Inspr. Gen. Breckinridge has made two reports, one to 
the War Department and the other to the Commanding 
General of the Army. Under the rule laid down by the 
Secretary, his reports are of the smallest possible size. 
He renews his recommendation for the establishment of 
a remount depot and includes in his reports a statement 
concerning examinations which British officers have to 
undergo in rising to field rank. While he does not urge 
that any such course be adopted for the line of the serv- 
ice, its presence in his report is plainly a suggestion of 
what ought to be done. Gen. Breckinridge includes in 
his reports a report made to him on the troops in the 
Department of the East by Col. Robert P. Hughes. He 
is the only Inspector General whose station was not 
changed during the past fiscal year, and Gen. Breckin- 
ridge considers his report extremely valuable. Col. 
Hughes makes a number of important recommendations 
which Gen. Breckinridge believes will be conducive to 
the good of the service if adopted. 


The pamphlet recently issued in England by Lord Sack- 
ville est, former British Minister to the United States, 
asserts that Lord Granville, at the time of the Irish execn- 
tions, in 1 , had, upon the representations of Lord Spen- 
cer, cabled the Assistant Secretary of State that he be- 
lieved Lord Sackville West's life was in danger owing to 
the heated Irish agitation in this country at the time and 
that as a result Lord Lionel was taken on a ten day’s cruise 
by Gen. Sherman. The statement was received here with

My dear sir—I have not seen Lord Sackville’s pamphlet 
and do not know in what connection he brings forward the 
circumstances referred to (the cruise on the Cosengeene. 
but do know as a matter of fact that it did occur. It was 
in the first part of May, 1883, Gen. Sherman took Lord 
Sackville West and family on a Navy vessel (the Tallapoosa, 
perhaps), down the Chesapeake on an ostensible junketting 
trip. They were gone a week or ten days. Meanwhile, I, 
as Aide de Camp to Gen. Sherman, took care of the British 
legation in Washington. So far as I know, no one knew 
the reasons for this action, except President Arthur, Secre- 
tary of War Lincoln, Gen. Sherman and myself. But I pre- 
sume there were those in the State Department who were 
aware of it. Of course the British minister was in the 
secret, but I do not think it was known to his secretaries 
at the time. Gen. Ayres, commanding the spompe at Wash- 
ington barracks, and the chief of police, Cel. Dye, were to 
a degree aware of what was going on. The secret was 80 
well kept that it never got into the newspapers, but as 
Lord Sackville has now divulged it. I have no hesitation in 
mentioning what I know about it.

The French have achieved a marked success in Mada- 
gascar, capturing the mountain capital of the Hovas, An- 
tananarivo, with trifling loss, their chief struggle being 
against the difficulties encountered in their attempts to 
reach the Hova capital. The Hovas have been compelled 
to make their submission. Fearful inroads have been 
made in the French ranks by disease and death and 
some such marked success was required to quell the 
spirit of disconteut among officers and men, and ill suc- 
cess would probably have been followed by the over- 
throw of the Government at home. The mistakes in the 
conduct of the campaign were such as to seriously re- 
flect upon French administration of military affairs. It 
is argued that if the 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 francs spent 
upon clumsy wagons and building a road for them, 
which the freshets will soon destroy, had been devoted 
to the purchase of mules or oxen the expedition would 
have reached its destination by the first week in July. 


It is told of Brevet Major Armes that when he distin- 
guished himself by pulling, or attempting to pull, the 
nose of that disabled old soldier, Gov. Beaver, of Penn- 
sylvania, he was waited upon by a member of the Gov- 
erpor’s staff, who sent him word that if he would present 
himself he would be given an opportunity to learn how 
it felt to have his own nose pulled. Maj. Armes did not 
appear, this sort of habeas corpus proceedings not being 
to his liking. 





Associate Justice Harlan, of the Supreme Court, made 
a significant reference to the Armes case Saturda : night 
in a lecture before local law school students. The sub- 
ject of habeas corpus was discussed, and reference was 
made to the arrest of Capt. Armes by Lieut. Gen. Scho- 
field and his release by District Judge Bradley. Judge 
Harlan described the incidents which led to Armes’s ar- 
rest without mentioning names and paid a tribute to the 
habeas corpus process. The students applauded the sen- 
timent, and Judge Harlan quickly added: “But I did 
not say whether I agreed with the court or not.” 

Capt. William T. Sampson, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, has received from the Bethlehem and Car- 
negie armor firms their suggestions as to the character 
of the new armor plate specifications. Their communi- 
cations are being carefully considered and if there is no 
radical difference in the views of the armor plate manu- 
facturers and the Ordnance Bureau the specifications for 
the armor for the prospective battleships will be at once 
put into type. It has been practically decided to pre- 
scribe penalties for delay on the part of the shipbuilders 
in furnishing plans for armor to the armor manufact- 
urers and for any delays on the part of the latter for 
failing to deliver the material within the specified time. 
The ballistic test for acceptance will be increased in se- 
verity. The 15-inch armor, which has heretofore been 
attacked by the 10-inch gun, will probably be fired at in 
the future by a 12-inch weapon, and the calibres of guns 
in other thicknesses of armor will be greater than the

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MARCHING CAPT. DILLENBACK’S BATTERY. 


Maj. Gen. Miles, commanding the Army, has given out 
an interesting report regarding the practice march of 
Light Bat. K, 1st Art. It is made by Capt. John W. 
Dillenback, Ist Art., who says: 

“Light Bat. K, 1st Art., having completed on the 3d 
inst. the practice march to and from the Berkshire Hills, 
Mass., and the tour of duty in camp, authorized by the 
Acting Secretary of War under date of June 15, 1895, 1 
have the honor to make the following report: The bat- 
tery left Fort Hamilton, N. Y. H., at 5:15 A. M. July 5, 
en route to Tyringham, Mass., and at 12:45 P. M. ar- 
rived at Van Cortlandt Park and went into camp for the 
night. Distance traveled, 22.88 miles. Left Van Cort- 
landt Park at 5:45 the following morning, and passing 
through Yonkers, Dobbs Ferry and Tarrytown, reached 
second camp in Nelson Park, Sing Sing, N. Y., at 1:15 
P. M., having marched 16.88 miles. Remaining in camp 
over Sunday, the battery left Sing Sing at 5:35 A. M. 
July 8 and arrived at Shrub Oaks, N. Y., at 1:20 P. M. 
and went into camp. Distance marched, 18.31 miles. 
Left camp the following morning at 5:25 and reached 
Patterson, N. Y., at 2:05 P. M., having marched 21.53 
miles. At this point it was necessary to remain over one 
day, July 10, in order to give the contractor time to make 
changes in the means of transportation. The battery 
left Patterson July 11 at 5:10 A. M. and arrived in 
Dover Plains, N. Y., at 12:50. Distance traveled, 18.75 
miles. Left Dover Plains at 5 A. M. July 12 and 
reached Lakeville, Conn., at 12 M., having marched 19.65 
miles. Left Lakeville the following morning at 5:07 
and reached Great Barrington, Mass., at 12:30 P. M. 
and went into camp on the Fair Grounds. Distance 
marched during the day, 20.59 miles. The battery re- 
mained in camp over Sunday and at 5:15 A. M. July 15 
resumed its march and reached Tyringham, Mass., its 
destination, at 11 A. M., having marched the total dis- 
tance of 152.38 miles. 

The battery left Tyringham, en route to permanent 
station, at 6 A. M. Aug. 26, and returned by the same 
route as far as Patterson, N. Y., camping nights at 
Great Barrington, Mass., Aug. 26; Lakeville, Conn., 
Aug. 27; Dover Plains, N. Y., Aug. 28; Patterson, v. ¥., 
Aug. 29; Croton Falls, N. Y., Aug. 30; Sing Sing, N. , * 
Aug. 31 and Sept. 1 (Sunday); Yonkers, Sept. 2, and ar- 
rived at Fort Hamilton, N. Y. H., at 1:30 P. M. Sept. 3, 
having marched, going and returning, 299.78 miles. 

During the period in camp from July 15 to Aug 26 the 
battery, in addition to drills and inspections laid down in 
the Light Artillery Regulations, received practical train- 
ing in field duties and a course of instruction, both theo- 
retical and practical, preliminary to the annual target 
practice. At this practice the full allowance of ammuni- 
tion was fired—75 shrapnel, with combination fuses, and 
25 percussion shell. ‘The pieces, powder and shrapnel 
were new and untried, but gave most satisfactory re- 
sults. After the practice was completed a careful inspec- 
tion of the pieces and cartridges was made without dis- 
closing any damage; not even a rivet or bolt was started. 
The ammunition fired was of superior quality and but 
one of the hundred projectiles failed to work perfectly. 
The time and percussion fuses are the best I have ever 
seen fired. Both the shrapnel and percussion shell were 
subjected to the severest tests as to safety in transporta- 
tion, at drill and on the march over the roughest, mount- 
ainous roads, and if properly packed I believe they can 
be carried at all times without danger. The march of 
300 miles over heavy and hilly roads subjected the har- 
ness to a severe test, yet I can only speak in praise of 
it. The steel collar, in my opinion, is an improvement 
over any previous one adopted in our service, as demon- 
strated by the almost entire absence of galled shoulders 
and sore necks after the completion of so long a march. 

I believe the Light Field Battery, with its equipments 
and ammunition now issued by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, is inferior to that of no other nation and will stand 
the test of actual service. The march has been of in- 
valuable benefit to both officers and enlisted men, not 
only for the instruction and experience gained in_ field 
service and target practice, but their physical condition 
has been much improved. Again, it has added to the en- 
listed man’s self-respect to have served in a community 
and associated with people that treated them as men 
and equals. During our stay of six weeks in camp at 
Tyringham the officers and enlisted men were the re- 
cipients of davish hospitality and kindest attention from 
the inhabitants of Berkshire County. Along the line of 
march, both going and returning, the command was cor- 
dially, and in many places, especially in New England, 
enthusiastically received. Organizations and bands on 
several oceasions met the battery and escorted it into 
camp, and flags were displayed along the line of march, 
showing a patriotic spirit and friendly feeling for the 
regular Army. The enlisted men could not fail to be im- 
pressed and encouraged by the kind treatment received 
from all and the friendships formed with respectable and 
honorable people during their absence. I would respect- 
fully invite attention to the fact that by taking advan- 
tage of the different markets on the march and making 
judicious contracts in camp, Ist Lieut. Joseph S. Oyster, 
Ist Art., A. A. Q. M., and A. C. 8., has returned out of 
the amount furnished for the march the sum of $570.56. 
I would also invite attention to the accompanying maps, 
prepared with great care and labor by 1st Lieut. John P. 
Wisser, Ist Art., attached to Light Bat. K.

ne of the war with Mexico. The order is as fol- 
ows: 
Headquarters Army of Occupation, 
Corpus Christi, Tex., March 8, 1846. 
Order No. 30. 

The Army of Occupation being about to take position 
on the left bank of the Rio Grande, under the orders of 
the Executive of the United States, the General Com- 
manding deems it proper to express his hope that the 
movement will prove beneficial to all concerned, and that 
nothing may be wanting on his part to insure so desir- 
able a result he strictly enjoins upon his command the 
most scrupulous regard for the rights of all persons who 
may be found in the peaceable pursuit of their respective 
avocations, residing on both banks of the Rio Grande. 

No person under any pretence whatever will interfere 
in any manner with the civil rights or religious privi- 
leges of the people, but will pay the utmost respect to 
both. 

Whatever may be required for the use of the Army will 
be purchased by the Departments at highest market 
price. 

The General Commanding is happy to say that he has 
entire confidence in the patriotism and discipline of the 
Army and in his command, and feels assured that his 
orders, as above expressed, will be strictly observed.

It should be added that 
the membership of the club now numbers about 250, and, 
thanks to the action of the club at its former meeting, 
has nearly $2,000 in securities and ready cash in bank. 


QUARTERMASTER’S DEPARTMENT. 

The annual report of the Quartermaster General of 
the Army shows a total appropriation of $2,983,199.33, 
of which amount there was disbursed $1,960,104, leav- 
ing a balance of $1,023,095.33. The issues to the militia 
amounted to $185,235.85. Transportation for 434,500 
persons, 4,357 animals and 92,087 tons of material was 
furnished during the year, and for troops changing sta- 
tion $174,923.39 was expended, exclusive of deductions 
on account of land grant and bond aided railroad. Trans- 
portation for summer encampments, practice marches, 
ete., amounted to $8,361.44, and for the transportation 
of enlisted men to engage in target practice and rifle 
competition, $20,252.33. 

The contract system for the supply of horses continues 
to give general satisfaction and the standard has been 
greatly improved since the system was adopted. The 
average cost of cavalry horses for the fiscal year was 
$95.44, and for artillery horses $148.04. The cavalry 
mount of to-day excels that of any previous time, and 
all information shows it to be superior to that in foreign 
armies. ‘The cessation of Indian wars and hostilities on 
the Rio Grande rendering it unnecessary to further main- 
tain post transportation on a field campaign basis, con- 
siderable saving has been effected by orders issued in 
October last fixing a new allowance of draft and pack 
animals and directing the sale of all surplus animals. 
The average cost of team horses during the year was 
$167.83 and of mules $114.64. During the year there 
were sold, died, etc., 1,422 cavalry and artillery horses, 
84 team horses and 1,088 mules, leaving on hand at the 
close of the year 6,189 cavalry and artillery horses, 247 
team horses and 3,040 mules. 

Six hundred and fifty thousand dollars was expended 
on the construction and repair of officers’ quarters, store- 
houses, stables, and for rent, etc., and $44,919.20 for the 
construction and repair of hospitals. 

“For the construction of buildings at and the enlarge- 
ment of such military posts as in the judgment of the 
Secretary of War may be necessary,” $326,530.86 has 
been expended, as follows: Fort Crook, Neb., $70,058.75; 
Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., $34,941.27; Fort Myer, 
Va., $45,600; new post near Little Rock, Ark., $116,- 
600.03; Jefferson Barracks, Mo., $14,620; Plattsburgh 
Barracks, N. Y., $21,383.80; Fort Bliss, Tex. (reconstruc- 
tion), $9,000; Fort Yates, N. D., $500; Philadelphia 
Depot, Pa., $550; Fort Trumbull, Conn., $400; Madison 
Barracks, N.. Y., $119.76; Fort Wayne, Mich., $76.61; 
Fort Thomas, Ky., $108.23; Columbus Barracks, O., 
$133; Fort Harrison, Mont., $109.35; ort Ethan Allen, 
Vt., $81; Fort Sheridan, Ill., $11,759.27, leaving a bal- 
ance, June 30, 1895, of $489.79. The buildings author- 
ized at the above-named posts are either in course of 
erection or under contract. 

Mount Vernon Barracks have been relinquished to the 
State of Alabama, and Newport Barracks, Ky., to the 
city of Newport. Reservations to the number of fifteen 
were transferred to the Department of the Interior as 
no longer needed for military purposes. 

Seven thousand three hundred and forty white marble 
headstones were provided to mark the graves of soldiers, 
sailors and marines buried in national, post, city and vil- 
lage cemeteries. The appropriations for national ceme- 
teries since the beginning amount to $8,165,636.47. 

A 6-inch projectile scattered in all directions on Tues- 
day last at the Indian Head Proving Ground an armor 
plate structure submitted for test by a Frenchman 
named D’Humy. Mr. D’Humy’s invention consists of a 
number of nickel steel Harveyized plates ranging from 
one to three inches in thickness, which are placed in a 
steel box and so arranged that the edges of the plates 
ure presented to the gun firing at it. He believes that 
by his plan in case of war the Government could get any 
foundry to turn out the kind of plates his invention calls 
for and the ships of the Navy could consequently be 
quickly supplied with armor. Another advantage he 
claims for his invention is that if one of the steel boxes 
containing the plates were to be struck and destroyed by 
a projectile while fitted to the side of the ship the plates 
could be quickly removed and others substituted without 
trouble. The backing of the structure was a 36-inch 
piece of oak, the same supplied to all armor plate fired 
ut at the Proving Ground. As the structure was six 
inches in thickness, a 6-inch gun was used. The projec- 
tile was of the Wheeler-Sterling type. It was given a 
velocity of 2,100 feet per second and struck the structure 
near the center, Seaniiien it up and scattering the thin 
plates and fragments to distances of at least thirty feet. 
Much to the surprise of the ordnance experts, the pro- 
jectile broke up before getting through. It failed to pen- 
etrate the oak backing, simply bulging it out four inches.

Sergt. J. R. Frederick does not believe the report that 
Civil Kngr. Peary and his men, who were picked up in 
the Northern seas by the steamship Kite, found the 
bones of one of the lost Greely explorers, says the In- 
dianapolis “Journal.” Dispatches contained an inter- 
view with Maurice Connell, one of the Greely survivors, 
now with the Weather Bureau at Redding, Cal. Con- 
nell thinks that if Mr. Peary found a skeleton it was 
the bones of one of his companions who died at Cape 
Sabine. Connell says that four of the men—Salor, Pavy, 
Gardiner and Bender—who died during the last days, 
were buried in the ice, as those alive were too weak to 
bury them in the ground. While Sergt. Frederick ad- 
mits the truth of this statement, he does not agree with 
Connell as to the finding of the bones. 

“One of the most beautiful and at the same time one 
of the most terrifying sights 1 ever saw,” said a vet- 
erau of the war, as quoted in the New York “Sun,” 
“was down in Arkansas in 1862. I was drilling my reg- 
iment one summer afternoon, when a sudden thunder 
shower came up. The men had bayonets fixed, atid as 
we started for camp were carrying their muskets at a 
right shoulder shift. Suddenly there began at the tips 
of those bayonets the most marvelous electrical display 
I had ever seen. The lightning played about them, danc- 
ing, rolling. flashing, leaping from one to another as if 
it hugely enjoyed the frolic. For an instant I thought 
the whole command would be struck down, and the men 
themselves were badly frightened. No one was hurt or 
even shocked by the brilliant display. I halted the 
command and had unfixed bayonets, whereupon the dis- 
play ceased to every one’s relief.” 

The Kansas City “Times,” which has examined the 
record in the case of Capt. Kirkman, says: ‘The testi- 
many discloses the fact that there was but one witness 
who could testify to the actual presence of some in- 
truder in Capt. Barrett’s quarters on the night in ques- 
tion. This witness was Mrs. Littell, daughter of Capt. 
Gregory Barrett, 10th Inf., who testified that she was 
awakened by some one who fled from the room when 
she called for her father. She further testified that she 
recognized this individual to be Capt. Kirkman. Mrs. 
Littell’s mother and sister were awakened by her out- 
cries and hastened to her room, but saw no one, though 
they state that the window was open. Capt. Kirkman 


denied this in toto on the witness stand, testifying that 
he did not leave his room on that night, and here was 
other testimony to support this statement, and other tes- 
timony was introduced to show that some great mistake 
bas been made in charging Capt. Kirkman with this of- 
ense.

Pay Dir. Albert D. Bache, U. 8. N., retired, who died 
Oct. 11 at Philadelphia, Pa., entered the Navy in 1862 
as Acting Assistant Paymaster, attained the grade of 
Pay Inspector in 1893, and was retired May 23, 1894. 
He had an excellent record of service, including his 
war record. 

De Grasse Livingston, who died Oct. 15 at Canastota, 
N. Y., entered the Navy as midshipman in 1848, rose to 
Lieutenant, resigned in 1858, was appointed Acting Lieu- 
tenant in 1861, but the appointment was revoked; reap- 
pointed but declined Noy. 6, 1861. He retired from busi- 
ness in New York about twelve years ago on account of 
ill health. Mr. Livingston had been an invalid for many 
years. 

Gen. Erasmus Darwin Keyes, who died at Nice, 
France, Oct. 11, entered the U. S. Military Academy in 
1828, was graduated in 1832 and promoted to the 3d 
Art. In 1837-38 he served as A. D. C. to Gen. Scott 
and in the latter year as Assistant Adjutant General, 
with the rank of Captain. In 1841 he was promoted 
Captain 3d Art., and rendered important service in the 
Northwest against hostile Indians. In 1858 he was pro- 
moted Major 1st Art. In 1860-61 he was Military Sec- 
retary to the General-in-Chief, Scott, with the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel, and May 14, 1861, was appointed 
Colonel of the 11th Inf., and the following May Briga- 
dier of Volunteers, and in May, 1862, Major General of 
Volunteers. His services during the war were arduous 
and distinguished. He received the brevet of Brigadier 
General for his gallantry at Fair Oaks. He resigned 
May 6, 1864, and went to San Francisco, where he be- 
came identified with many prominent business affairs. 

Lieut. Albert M. D’Armit, C. E., who died at West 
Point, N. Y., Oct. 13, after a short illness, was gradu- 
ated from the U. S. Military Academy in 1889, second 
in his class, and was promoted to the Corps of Engi- 
neers, attaining the grade of Ist Lieutenant Sept. 18, 
1804. He was an officer of high attainments, with a 
brilliant future before him. He had but recently come 
to West Point from the South for duty in the Depart- 
ment of Chemistry. His death has caused sincere sor- 
row at West Point and in many places where he was 
known and esteemed. He leaves a widow. Funeral 
services were conducted by Professor Postlethorade at 
the Cadet Chapel Oct. 14. The hymns “My Faith Looks 
Up to Thee” and “Hark, Hark, My Soul” were sung by 
the Cadet choir. At the conclusion of the services the 
line of march was formed and the remains interred with 
military honors at the post cemetery. Co. L, Engineers, 
under Lieut. Bromwell, acted as escort. As a mark of 
respect the detachment of cavalry was also present. The 

‘pallbearers were Professor Tillman, Capt. Luck, Lieuts. 

Newcomer, Rees, Shunk and Echols. The officers of 
the post, in full uniform, headed by Professor Midne 
and Col. Ernst, and the battalion of Cadets formed an 
imposing cortege.

ist Sergt. Andrew J. Merrill, Co. F, 17th Inf., tried at 
Fort D. A. Russell and found guilty of aes at guard 
mounting in a black helmet in violation of post orders, was 
sentenced ‘‘to be reprimanded by the reviewing authority.’ 
Maj. Gen. Merritt —— the sentence and — “In ex- 
cepting the word ‘deliberately’ in its finding to the sepcifica- 
tion the court, in effect, acquits the accused of any inten- 
tional disobedience of the standing order referred to. The 
explanation made by him to the court, under oath, not con- 
tradicted by any evidence offered by the prosecution, shows 
that his actual offense amounted to nothing more than a 
slight degree of carelessness in preparing himself for the 
performance of routine duty as ist Sergeant, not meriting 
serious rebuke. In view of these facts it is thought that 
the ends of justice are fully met by the publication, with- 
out further comment, of the sentenced imposed.” 


In the case of a soldier, tried at Fort Yates for desertion 
and sentenced to two months’ confinement at hard labor 
with forfeiture of pay, the reviewing ~~ py © Gen. John 
Brooke, says: ‘The punishment adjudged by the court was 
considered much too light for the offenses of which the 
accused was found guilty and the record was returned to 
the court in order that it might revise its sentence; this it 
has declined to do, and the reviewing authority is, by this 
action of the court, under the necessity, in order that the 
accused may not escape all punishment, of approving a 
sentence which in effect tends to encourage the commission 
of the grave crime of desertion.” 

In the case of Actg. Hosp. Stwd. 8S. M. Young, recently 
tried at Vancouver Barracks for neglect of duty and sen- 
teneed to be reprimanded by the reviewing authority, that 
authority, Gen. Otis, says: ‘The court convicted the ac- 
cused of what, under the evidence, was a gross neglect of 
duty, and then, in awarding so mild a sentence ‘on account 
of the excellent character of the accused, as shown in evi- 
dence,’ practically condoned his offense. It is considered 
that the court clearly exceeded its province. It should have 
adjudged, giving proper weight to all the evidence, a pun- 
ishment commensurate with the offense, and left to the re- 
viewing authority, under the power vested in him, the ex- 
wae, of clemency in the case. The sentence is disap 
proved.” 


Circular 10, H. Q. A., A. G. 0., Oct. 9, 1896. 


The following decisions, rulings, etc., have been made, and 
are ” ior to the Army for the information of all cen- 
cerned: 

1. Trial by a Military Court of a Soldier on Bail for Trial 
by a Civil Court.—A soldier on bail for trial by a civil court 
may, while he is in this status, be brought before a military 
court for trial, but the military proceedings cannot inter- 
fere with the civil, and if a term of confinement is likely to 
be awarded which would cover the time fixed for the man's 
trial by the civil court the military trial must be post- 
poned. As the soldier is not withdrawn from duty by the 
civil proceedings, his pay status is not affected thereby. 
(Decision Asst. Sec. War, Sept. 10, 1895-25328 A. G. U., 
1895.) 


2. infantry Drill Regulations, Par. 185.—The provision of 
par. 185 making a Captain responsible for the theoretical 
and practical instruction of his company, does not, nor was 
it intended to, make him independent in such respect of 
supervision, and, if necessary, control by his commanding 
officer. If the Captain is immediately responsible for the 
compary, the Colonel is no less so for the Captain, and it 
is the duty of the Colonel to see that the efforts of the 
Captain are directed aright. The principle herein set forth 
is universally applicable to all euch questions as this. (De- 
cision Lieut. Gen., Sept. 13, 1895—23605, A. G. O., 1805.) 

3. Checks.—Par. 1 Cir. No. 8, Aug. 5, 1895, from this o*- 
fice, as to the designation of the official capacity of disburs- 
ing officers on checks signed by them, is amended so as to 
omit the words “and corps or regiment,”’ and read: “Officers 
serving in and disbursing funds appertaining to more than 
one staff department, will, in issuing checks, confine the 
designation of their official capacity to their rank and the 
particular staff department to which the check drawn may 
belong.”” (Decision Sec. War, Sept. 24, 1895--26265, A. G. O., 
1895.) 

4. Mis-fire of Cartridges with the New Magazine Rifle.— 

A number of cases of mis-fire of cartridges with the new 
magazine rifle, recently found in service, may be attributed 
to the fact that the bolt of the rifle was not entirely closed 
and the handle turned down to its extreme position when 
the trigger was pulled. Attention is called to the necessity 
for pressing the bolt handle well to place before the trig- 
ger is pulled in order to avoid the chance of mis-fire. Fail- 
ure to properly close the bolt may be due to two causes: 
First—The handle may not be fully pressed down when the 
cartridge is loaded. Second—The soldier in pulling the trig- 
ger may press slightly under the handle of the bolt and 
throw it up sufficiently to cause a mis-fire. (26080, A. G. 
O., 1895.) 
5. Spare Parts for the New Magazine Arms.—Acting ord- 
nance officers of posts will issue spare parts for the new 
magazine arms only when such parts are actually required 
to replace broken ones. Company commanders making requl- 
sitions for spare parts will append thereto a written state- 
ment, giving, as far as practicable, the cause and nature of 
injury to the broken parts. (26168, A. G. O., 1805.) 

6. Retirement of Officers on Thirty Years’ Service.—Servy- 
ice as cadet at the U. 8. Military Academy should be Includ- 
ed in computing the thirty years’ service on which an —— 
may be retired under Section 1243, Revised Statutes.(Opin- 
ion Judge Advocate Gen., concurred in by Sec. War, Sept. 
26, 1895—25187-a, A. G. O,, 1895.) 

7. Breakage of Crockery.—Reports have ben made to the 
department indicating excessive breakage of the glassware 
and crockery furnished to messes under par. 277 of the Reg- 
ulations. The Q. M. Department reports that the ware now 
issued is of the very best grade known, well finished and 
very tough. Subjected to the severest tests, about 86,000 
pieces have been rejected during the past few months. 

In view of these facts, the excessive breakage reported In- 
dicates practices in the handling of the ware that should 
not be permitted. The pooper officers in charge are now 
enjoined to carry out strictly the provisions of par. 11, G. 
0. No. 7 of 1895, from this office. . 

Inspections will be made of the crockery on the comple- 
tion of each meal and after each dishwashing, in order that 
articles wantonly or carelessly broken or destroyed may be 
promptly and properly charged on the muster rolls against 
the men at fault. (Decision Sec. War, Sept. 9, 1895—14235-b, 
A. G. O., 1895.) 

%. Dishonorable Discharge by Court Martial for Violation 
of the 50th Article of War.—An enlisted man dishonorably 
discharged for violation of the 5t0h Article of war, in en- 
listing In the service without a regular discharge from the 
organization to which he belongs, will be reported as “‘Dis- 
honorably discharged"’ on the records of such organization, 
and not on that in which he enlisted fraudulently. He will 
be accounted for on the records of the organization In which 
he served under illegal enlistment as “Dropped,” with the 
facts noted against his name. (Decision Sec. War, Sept. 26, 
1895—16408, A. G. O., 1895.) 

%. Officers Ordered before Examining or Retiring Boards.— 
Whenever any officer of the line or staff is ordered before 
an examining or retiring board, original or copies of all of- 
ficial records affecting the character or efficiency of the offi- 
cer, on file in any bureau of the War Department, will be 
furnished to the Adjutant General of the Army, and by him 
forwarded for the consideration of the gonpective boarda. 
(Order Sec War, Oct. 2, 1895—26561, A. G. O., 1885.)

THE INDIAN AS A SOLDIER 


Is the subject ofan illustrated article by Lieut. Thomas 
H. Wilson, U. S. A., in the “Illustrated American,” to 
whose courtesy we are 
indebted for the accon- 
panying cut. Lieut. Wil- 
son, as the result of his 
experiences in command 
of an Indian company, 
says: “The Indian is 
naturally very shy and 
diftident, reserved, silent 
and hard to know, unless 
he has implicit conf- 
dence in one. Once hay- 
ing gained their conf- 
dence, they are as tracta- 
able and obedient as chil- 


dren. During the first 
year of their service 
many grow homesick 
and tired of the re 


straints of military dis- 
pline. Applications for 
discharge were quite fre- 
quent, but they soon 
grew reconciled to their 
new home and manoper 
of life. 

The average Indian 
marries at such an early 
age that this in itself is 
enough to stamp him 4 
failure for Army service. 
Like most all recent ex- 
periments in the Army, 
the Indian as a soldier 
was not a success. Be 
fore they had completed 
three years’ service the 
spirit of restlessness had 
again seized them, and 
they really sickened and 
failed under Army re 
straint and discipline. 
Discharge was the only 
remedy, which was ac- 
cordingly applied. 

Is the Indian, 





then, 

, perfectly valueless to the 
Government as a soldier? Not when handled by proper 
officers and under conditions which vary widely from 
the prescribed cast-iron rules of the service. 

As Russia utilizes her Cossacks, so might we our In- 
dians. As light cavalry, for scouting and reconnoiter- 
ing duty they would answer admirably, but for the pre- 
cise, automatic, mechanical, tiresome post duty, poor Le 
is a dismal failure. 


Some women in Galicia, Austria, have sent the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph a petition, worded as follows: 
“Sire, we women of Galicia, prostrate at the foot of the 
throne, present this our ardent request: At present, 
whereas every man, young or old, is liable to military 
service, we women, often more robust than effeminate 
men, think we ought not to be excluded. The arms now 
in use are well made and easy to handle. We, there 
fore, pray your majesty to institute a corps of Amazon 
volunteers.” 


A brilliant military feat has been performed by the of- 
ficers and men of an Austrian mountain battery division. 
They have contrived to get two batteries, with their 
mules, guns and appurtenances, all in full equipment, by 
a most difficult rocky road, which usually takes tourists 
twelve hours to accomplish, up to the top of the Pfitscher 
Joch, a mountain over, 7,300 feet high, ascending from 
the Zilberthal in the Tyrol. 


The Pay Department has disbursed $16,000 to officers 
of the Army for pay for the month of June. It is ex- 
pected that at least $4,000 more will have to be dit 
bursed before all the officers are paid for that month.

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THE ARMES CASE AGAIN. 

Many years ago when Prince John Van Buren, the 
son of the President of the United States, was guilty 
of what a presiding Judge of the N. Y. Supreme Court, 
John W. Edmunds, chose to regard as contempt of 
court, he was laid by the heels in the Tombs prison. 
This power to punish for contempt was ably set forth by 
Mr. Howard P. Okie, of the New York bar, in a recent 
proceeding in the case of Timothy J. Campbell. It is 
founded on the common law and is held to cover both 
direct and constructive contempts, because both of these 
ure contempts at common law. Moreover, where one 
Judge commits an offender for contempt, no other 
Judge will interfere by habeas corpus, or otherwise 
further than to determine whether the Judge institut- 
ing the proceedings has the power to punish for con- 
tempt. To him is left the determination of the ques- 
tion whether or not there was an offense. This power to 
preserve the dignity and freedom of judicial deliberations 
is founded in the inherent necessities of judicial pro- 
ceedings. The courts have always possessed the power 
to punish for contempt, and there is no more arbitrary 
authority known to military law. 

If we are to accept the ruling of Judge Bradley, of 
the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, the 
courtesy he is bound to observe toward a petty civil 
magistrate is not due to the Chief Magistrate of the 
uation, exercising his authority as Commander-in-Chief 
directly or through the officers the law recognizes as his 
representatives. Every wrong should have a remedy, but 
the remedy for a wrong done to a military officer by 
his superior is not through the action of the civil courts. 
Then Judge Bradley holds that a retired officer is an 
officer of the Army. As such is he not subject to the 
Articles of War, except where expressly exempted from 
their operation? Of the 1861 Regulations prescribed for 
the government of the Army and the Articles of War all 
ure applicable to him except so far as he is relieved from 
them by the distinct specifications of statute law. 

With an officer under military control the order of the 
l’resident, or his representative, the Secretary of War, 
speaking in his name, has the authority of a regulation. 
It may be questioned whether the Acting Secretary of 
War made a wise use of his authority, but his right to 
determine what action was required in a case of insubor- 
dination cannot be doubted. The critics of Gen. Scho- 
tield should do him the justice to consider his action in 
the light of the character and record of the man he had 
to deal with. Capt. Armes took with him to the War 
Office his brother and demanded an interview with the 
Acting Secretary. This being refused, he sent in an 

istle such as no civil court jealous of its authority 

uuld receive from one having a case pending before it 
without committing its author for contempt. The pur- 
ose of this communication, if it had any purpose other 
han insult to a superior, such as military law pun- 
shes with severity, was to influence the action of his 
iperior upon an application for brevet, subject to his 
judicial determination. In every point of view he was 
subject to be put into arrest and held for trial. The 

rm of arrest and the degree of restraint it called for 
were matters of discretion incident to the authority to 
arrest at all, and this form was without doubt deter- 
mined by a knowledge of the character of a man who 
prided himself upon having made a physical assault 
upon a one-legged Governor of half his weight. Was 
Gen. Schofield bound to subject himself to the possibil- 
ty of a second visit of such a nature? If it is of any 
mportance to the case, it may well be held that an act 
done in the office of the Acting Secretary was construct- 
ively done in his presence. A paper handed to his at- 
tendant was handed to him. Would a civil Judge hold 
that a writing subjecting a citizen to punishment for 
contempt was to pass without notice because it was 
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given to a court officer and not handed to him on the 
bench? 

Judged, therefore, either by military law or by the 
analogy of civil law, the action of Judge Bradley is 
without excuse, especially as, having relieved Armes 
from the Regulations and Articles of War, he proceed- 
ed to arraign the Lieutenant General under them for 
his action as being “unjust, unlawful, arbitrary, tyran- 
nical and capricious.” 

We do not enter here into the argument as to the 
right of Judge Bradley to interfere with the adminis- 
tration of military law. That question will be consid- 
ered in good time before a higher court. It is due to the 
Army that when it is presented there the case should 
be argued by the ablest representative of Army 
authority we have. If every aggrieved officer, whether 
on the retired or active list, has the right to vent his 
spite in the manner Capt. Armes did upon his superior, 
he has an equal right to assault him and escape all pen- 
alty beyond the imposition of a fine in a police court. 
Such an assumption is opposed not only to Army prece- 
dents but to the precedents established by civil courts 
in dealing with the Army, and it cannot stand the test 
of impartial judicial scrutiny. 

Reduced to a simple proposition, Judge Bradley’s de- 
cision is that a retired officer cannot be subjected to ar- 
rest and actual custody for trial by court martial. Pre- 
cisely what he means by saying that “custody is not es- 
sential to a trial by court martial” is not clear. The 
presence of the accused before the court certainly is es- 
sential to trial otherwise the proceedings would partake 
of a star chamber character. An “arrest” is not essen- 
tial where the accused attends the trial voluntarily or in 
obedience to orders without arrest, which is ordinarily 
the case. The necessity for his presence before the court 
makes the power to arrest him and bring him to the 
court absolutely necessary and of this power Judge Brad- 
ley would deprive the military authorities. Without it 
their jurisdiction would be as void as that of a civil 
court under like conditions. Even a police officer has 
authority to arrest without warrant for an offense of 
which he has personal cognizance, and, as we have 
shown, the power of a civil Judge to arrest and punish 
in a case of contempt goes beyond anything known to 
military law. No Judge makes a freer use of this power 
than Judge Bradley himself. 

The case of Paymaster’s Clerk Sayre, which was 
heard by the Supreme Court a year ago, is somewhat 
similar to the Armes case. Sayre was arrested for em- 
bezzlement, tried by court martial in the usual manner 
and sentenced to two years’ imprisonment, loss of pay 
during that time and dishonorable discharge. An appeal 
on a writ of habeas corpus found its way to the Supreme 
Court on the ground that a Paymaster’s clerk was not 
amenable to the naval regulations. The opinion of the 
court states that “all persons in the military or naval 
service of the United States are subject to the military 
law; the members of the Army and Navy at all times; 
the militia so long as they are in the service. Congress 
is expressly vested by the Constitution jo make rules for 
the government of the whole regular Army and Navy. 
The President is, by the Constitution, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States at all 
times.” In view of this precedent little doubt is felt of 
the action which will be taken by the Supreme Court if 
the Armes case is presented to its attention. 


The joint commission appointed by the Governors of 
New York and New Jersey to devise some plan for sav- 
ing the Palisades on the Hudson, opposite New York 
City, from destruction by the quarries of stone, favor 
the transfer of the territory including them to the gen- 
eral Government as a national park of some kind. They 
propose the creation there of a great Army post. There is 
space for infantry barracks and parade ground between 
Fort Lee and Englewood, cavalry barracks and exercise 
ground from Huyler’s to Alpine, and artillery barracks 
and drill ground at Bumpy Hook, all accessible by rail 
direct, without change of cars, from all the railroads 
west of the Hudson River, and from the east by only 
ferry transfer at Piermont or Spuyten Duyvil. It is an 
excellent project, if Congress will provide the troops for 
garrisoning such a post, and it would afford opportunity 
for autumn maneuvers on a large scale, with the help 
of the State troops of New York and New Jersey. Cer- 
tainly the Palisades should be preserved whatever plan 
may be adopted to accomplish this result. The extent 
of territory, says the “Forester,” which must be re- 
stricted from defacement is from Edgewater, opposite 
Gen. Grant’s tomb, to Piermont, a distance of sixteen 
miles. Not only the vertical wall of basalt, but its ap- 
proaches at each end, the portals to the Palisades cafion, 
as it would be called if it were a couple of thousand 
miles further west, must be preserved from mutilation. 
Nature has clearly defined those portals. At each end 
there is a wooded eminence a little back from the river 
front, leading the eye to a depression in the hill, beyond 
which there rises a beautifully sloping rounded promon- 
tory at whose summit on the river shore the vertical 
wall of basalt begins, and for eleven miles continuously 
challenges the passers’ admiration by its bold and pict- 
uresque front, rising sheer from 300 to 500 feet above 
the river level, and fringed at its base with the pict- 
uresquely wooded talus, The State of New Jersey, the 
State of New York, the American nation, can’t afford 
to have this front gashed by greedy contractors. 


Frank G. Carpenter, in an interview in the Chicago 
“Times-Herald” of Sunday last with Gen. Nelson A. 


Miles, U. S. A., says: “I asked Gen. Miles where he 
thought would be the next advance in Army matters. 
He replied: ‘It will probably be in the line of transpor- 
tation of men and equipment. The bicycle and the 
horseless vehicle will have much to do in the wars of the 
future. Put an Army on bicycles and their opponents 
would be at their mercy if they were not similarly 
equipped. The bicycle troops could feed off of the sup- 
plies of their enemy’s country. They could move so 
quickly that the others could not catch them. They 
could close their own positions and fly from one point 
to another at a few hours’ notice. They could forestall 
supplies and have every position of advantage, both in 
attacking and retreating. Take the horseless carriage. 
The French have shown that some such vehicles will go 
at the rate of sixteen miles an hour and at the same 
time carry four persons. They had a competitive race 
for such vehicles from Paris to Bordeaux and return, a 
distance of 750 miles, and the average speed was six- 
teen miles per hour. The different motive powers used 
were steam, electricity, naptha and petroleum. Petro- 
leum came out ahead, and the amount used was very 
small, a single gallon carrying a small carriage over 100 
miles of travel. There is no doubt but that such vehi- 
cles can be utilized in place of horses. I am glad of it. 
The horse has been the slave of mankind for thousands 
of years, and it is time that he should have a rest.’ ” 


Just before Lieut. Gen. Schofield was placed on the 
retired list he made this endorsement on a paper in re- 
gard to changes of troops in the Department of Texas, 
which has been announced exclusively in the “Journal”: 
“Respectfully submitted to the Secretary of War; ap- 
proved, except as to the number of infantry companies 
to be stationed at Fort Bliss. In view of the extremely 
objectionable location of that post it should be occupied, 
in my judgment, by only such force as may be necessary 
there or such as cannot be comfortably quartered else- 
where, and in view of the recent movement of the two 
companies of infantry from that post to Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, it would, in my opinion, be better to let them re- 
main at the latter post. The breaking up of Fort Han- 
cock suggests the necessity of a troop of cavalry at Fort 
Bliss, since without this a long stretch of the Rio Grande 
frontier will be left without cavalry. The suggestion in 
respect to the composition of the garrisons at the Lower 
Grande posts is undoubtedly well considered. The gar- 
risons of those posts should be as small as practicable, 
and changed every year. They should be of mixed 
troops, so that while the troop of cavalry is scouting a 
company of infantry may remain to guard the public 
property.” 


The Judge Advocate General, in his report to the Sec- 
retary of War for 1895, gives the trials by general courts 
martial as 17,028, being 461 less than during the pre- 
ceding year. The number of trials by inferior courts 
martial for the year ending Aug. 31, 1894, was 15,086, 
as against 10,997 for the present year, showing a de- 
crease of 4,089 cases. The principal offenses, as shown 
by the report, were desertion, absence without leave and 
drunkenness. The decrease in the number of trials for 
desertion is due, it is believed, in some measure to the 
fact that a larger proportion of deserters escape, the re- 
ward for their capture having been reduced from $60 to 
$10. Gen. Leiber refers to the large increase in the work 
of his office due to the transfer to his office of title pa- 
pers of military reservations and all papers relating to 
easements and licenses on them, which papers were for- 
merly kept in various bureaus of the Department. This 
will prove an excellent arrangement conducing to the re- 
liability of information and the saving of time in obtain- 
ing it. The summary court has proved to be a practical 
substitute for the garrison and regimental court martial 
and has given satisfaction throughout the Army, but it 
is believed that the system can yet be materially im- 
proved. 


We are glad to note the evidences of prosperity on the 
part of our excellent contemporary, the “American En- 
gineer.” After Nov. 1 it will be published bi-weekly, 
and will appear every alternate Thursday. Each num- 
ber will contain one-half as much reading matter as is 
now given in the monthly issue. Some changes, which 
it is hoped will be improvements, in the scope and char- 
acter of the paper will be made, and will be announced 
later. It is also thought that the more frequent mee 
eation will enable the “Engineer” to keep more closely 
in touch with current events and the advancement of 
engineering art and science, and that the change will 
materially increase the interest of the paper to readers 
and its value to advertisers. 


The prospects for the entire class of the Naval Acad- 
emy which graduates in June next receiving commis- 
sions is brighter than those enjoyed by some previous 
classes at this time. There are already five vacancies 
in the line and four prospective, and there are already 
vacancies in the Engineer Corps more than sufficient to 
accommodate the members of the Dngineer class. There 
are thirty-three line cadets, three of whom will be ap- 
pointed Naval Constructors, and with nine vacancies al- 
ready for the remainder, little doubt is felt that the De- 
partment will next year be able to award commissions to 
all the graduates. 


Capt. T. H. Bliss, Comy. Dept., who is on special duty 
in the War Department, is making briefs of the records 
of officers of the Army so that the officials can tell at a 
glance the length and character of the service of each 
officer. There has been a great deal of confusion at- 
tendant upon the examination of such papers in the pest, 
but when Capt. Bliss’s work is completed further - 
ble in this matter will be impossible.

The city of New London, Conn., is making an earnest 
effort to have located within its precincts the proposed 
school for naval Engineers in case Secretary Herbert 
decides to establish it. A delegation of officials from 
New London had a conference on ‘Thursday with the 
Secretary and its members pointed out to Mr. Herbert 
the advantage of locating the institution at their home. 

Chief Engr. James Perry and P. A. Engr. Benjamin 
C. Bryan have gone to Buffalo, where they will board 
the lake steamer Zenith City and conduct the trial of her 
Babcock & Wilcox boilers. This vessel will not be taken 
off of her regular trip for the trial, but will be run under 
her usual working conditions, and the two engineer offi- 
cers will thus be able to ascertain the exact value of her 
coil boilers. 

Gossip is circulating around the Navy Department as 
to the successor of Comdr. Willard Brownson as Com- 
mandant of Cadets at Annapolis. The nomination for 
this billet will be made by Capt. Cooper, the superinten- 
dent of the Academy. The officer selected for this post 
must be higher in the Commander’s grade than Comdr. 
Asa Walker, who is on duty at the Academy. There is 
a report in circulation that Comdr. Charles M. Thomas 
refused the billet. Comdr. Charles H. Stockton is looked 
upon as having a good chance for the place. 

The preliminary run of the U. S. battleship Indiana 
off Cape Ann on Oct. 16 proved highly satisfactory. It 
is reported the average apparent speed for the run was 
almost 1544 knots, against a tide running about three- 
quarters of a knot an hour. Hence the actual speed is 
computed as just 16 knots. The steam pressure carried 
was 159 pounds, and the air pressure in the fire rooms 
was 1 inch. The maximum of revolutions was 131 a 
minute and the average was 128. Horse power, roughly 
calculated, amounted to 9,200. The sea was smooth and 
there was practically no wind. Naval Constr. Lewis 
Nixon, Capt. R. D. Evans and Lieut. Comdr. W. Swift, 
U. 8S. N.,, were among those on board. 

The American line steamer St. Paul is a worthy sis- 
ter ship of the St. Louis, according to the official report 
of her trial trip, which has been made by Comdr. Royal 
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B. Bradford and Lieut. R. T. Mulligan. The repor 
states that the vessel was run over the course betwee, 
Cape Ann and Cape Porpoise, a distance of 43.96 miles 
The first run going East was made in good style, th. 
elapsed time between the starting and finishing points 
being set down in the report as 2 hours, 11 minutes and 
8 seconds, the average speed per hour consequently be. 
ing 20.11 knots. The vessel was run back over the 
course and made the distance in slightly shorter time—» 
hours, 6 minutes and 19 seconds, an average speed of 
20.88 knots. The total elapsed time was hours, 17 
minutes and 27 seconds, and her average speed for both 
runs, a distance of 87.93 miles, was 20.49 knots per 
hour. The vessel will therefore be accepted by the Goy. 
ernment, the law under which she was built only requir. 
ing 20 knots in order to insure acceptarice. The average 
revolutions were 87.54 as against 90.59 maintained by 
the St. Louis, and she had an average steam pressure of 
190 pounds, while that of the St. Louis was 215.

FROM THE ASIATIC STATION. 
Shanghai, China, Sept. 7, 18% 

After a stay of over three and a half months in Chefoo 
the Machias left for this port, where she arrived two weeks 
ago. When she left Chefoo there were only eight men-of-war 
there, two American, one British and five French, and that 
was the least number there had been at any time during 
her stay. At one time there were over thirty in port, eigh- 
teen of them being Russian, and as they were cleared for 
action they presented a very warlike appearance. All spars, 
ete., had been send ashore and the ships were painted lead 
color. After Russia’s demands for the evacuation of Port 
Arthur had been acknowledged by Japan, the Russian ships, 
a few at a time, equipped themselves again and left for 
Viadivostock, until none were left. They went out fre- 
quently for fleet drills, and on one occasion sent two of 
their vessels in to Wei-hai-wei, where the Japanese were 
still at work. The Japs immediately cleared for action, not 
knowing what had turned up, but it was only a friendly 
visit without stopping. Two days later two Japanese tor- 
pedo boats came into Chefoo harbor, steamed around the 
Russian fleet, and returned to Wei-hai-wei. The Russians 
were already cleared for action, so they played the Japanese 
national air. 

The first part of June the Machias made a trip across to 
Port Arthur, and gave the officers and men a chance to see 
that port and the men-of-war there, most of which were 
those captured from the Chinese. It is an excellent harbor 
and well fortified if the forts are not manned by Chinese. 
The Chen Yuen was the principal object of interest to every 
one, and was visited by all, the Admiral of the port giving 
permission to the Americans to inspect her, although this 
permission had been refused to another nation a short 


time before. 
The Chen Yuen was one of the large battleships the Chi- 
nese had, and while hit 400 times was not injured in apy 
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vital part. The armor belt was dented but not pierced 
while all the unprotected parts were hit in any number o 
iaces. The shots and shot holes were marked by rings of 
Paint, and some parts were nothing but paint rings. One of 
the large guns was hit, the score being about half an inch 

apparently not enough to injure it, but they said a

the sunken Ting Yuen at Wei-hai-wei. The Chen 
ractically uninjured, for her vitals were not hurt. The 
Pardest and worst part of getting the captured ship in 
condition again was to clean them, for they were not fit to 
jive in When captured and were filthy. A number of tor- 
pedo boats captured at Wei-hai-wei had sunk during a 
storm one night in the absence of ship keepers, for they 
were too dirty to live in, the men working on board in the 
day and returning to their own ships at night. 

Some of the boats were beyond o> ! and not worth 
the expense. A few of the captured ships had already been 
refitted and placed in commission, retaining the Chinese 
characters for their names, although pronounced differently 
in Japanese. The Tsi-Yuen becoming Sai-Yen. 

The Japanese were taking everything of value away in 
transports, and were going to leave nothing which would 
be of service. Even the antiquated guns would not be left, 
and it was said they intended to blow up the dry dock when 
they left. The captured ships there were these: Chen Yuen 
and Tsi-Yuen, already mentioned; five Greekletter gunboats, 
and several torpedo boats, besides two worthless hulks. 

The Fourth of July was celebrated in the usual manner; 
dressing ship at sunrise about half-past four and firing a 
salute at noon. In the evening the ship was dressed with 
Chinese lanterns, rainbow fashion, and along the ridge 
ropes. During the day various sports were held, as shoe 
races, obstacle races, etc., a ee contest and boxing 
matches. Several men from . B. M. 8S. Aeolus were on 
poard and took a few of the prizes. 

A few days later the Machias left for Wei-hal-wei and 
target practice. There were two Japanese men-of-war 
there and a few torpedo boats. A large number of divers 
were at work on the sunken ships, recovering everything of 
yalue. Later on, in August, still more divers were engaged 
and there was talk of raising the vessels if possible. 

The latter part of July the Monocacy, which had arrived 
at Chefoo from Tientsin, where she had been ten months, 
jeft for Port Arthur to see if she could go in the dry dock 
there. She returned a day later, having found cholera 
raging there, and all the ships had left for Japan. About 
that time the Machias left for Taku and Ninghai, or Shan- 
hai-kwan. A day was spent at either place, although no 
one went ashore. 3 

The Great Wall of China comes down to the sea at Ning- 
bai, and when the Machias anchored about dusk a boat 
came off from shore to find out what she wanted. By aid 
of one of the Japanese servants, who could write Chinese, 
they were told ‘“‘we want to go ashore to see the Great Wall.” 
The answer came next morning that no one was allowed to 
jand without a permit from the Taotai at Chefoo, which 
was not forthcoming, so our view of the Great Wall was 
confined to what we could see from the —_. With the 
glasses its course across the plain could be followed and 
up the mountains for about fifteen miles, when it crossed 
over on its way to Pekin and beyond for about 1,500 miles. 
A large fort was at the end of the wall close to the water's 
edge, and at various turns there were other forts. 

The Machias then returned to Chefoo. She made frequent 
trips to the islands a few miles from Chefoo for small-arm 
target practice and for landing the battalion, which en- 
camped there for two om , sleeping on the soft side of the 
shingle which formed the beach, and which was harder 
and more uncomfortable than the soft side of a plank. 
The flagship Baltimore arrived at Chefoo Aug. 14 and 
the next day inspected the Machias. Adm). Carpenter was 
much pleased with the ship, the drills, etc., and her prelimi- 
nary orders to Chemulpo were changed to Shanghai. As 
soon as some short-time men and condemned stores were 
transferred for shipment to the States, the Machias left for 
Shanghai, where she relieved the Yorktown, and is standing 
by for a trip up the Yang-Tse or to Foo Chow to assist 
the Detroit if necessary. The same day she arrived at 
Shanghai the first Japanese man-of-war to visit the port 


since the war came in. It was the Sai-Yen, captured from 
the Chinese. While at Chefoo James Cooley, B. M., died of 
cholera’ morbus. A monument was erected by his ship- 
mates. Shortly after reaching Shangai Corp. Rife, U. 3 


M. C., was drowned, presumably while trying to swim 
ashore, as his body was found a day later near the bank. 
On account of the cholera among the natives only day lib- 
erty is being given. 


THE MOBILE JAPANESE. 


The article by Lafcadio Hearn on “The Genius of Japa- 
nese Civilization” in the ‘Atlantic Monthly’’ for October 
tells us of the mobility of this wonderful people, or their 
“extreme fluidity,”” as Mr. Hearn describes it. He says: 
“In considering relative mobility of populations, one must 
consider chiefly the great masses, the workers—not merely 
the small class of wealth. In their own country the Japa- 
nese are the greatest travelers of any civilized people. They 
are the greatest travelers because, even in a land composed 
mainly of mountain chains, they recognize no obstacles to 
travel. Before a Western man can move he has many 
things to consider. Before a Japanese moves he has nothing 
to consider. He simply leaves the place he dislikes, an 
goes to the place he wishes, without any trouble. There is 
nothing to prevent him. Poverty is not an obstacle, but a 
stimulus. Impedimenta he has none, or only such as he 
can dispose of in a few minutes. Distances have no sig- 
nificance for him. Nature has given him perfect feet that 
can spring him over fifty miles a day without pain; a 
stomach whose chemistry can extract ample nourishment 
from food on which no European could live; and a constitu- 
tion that seorns heat, cold and damp alike, because still 
unimpaired by unhealthy clothing, by superfluous comforts, 
by the habit of seeking warmth from grates and stoves, and 
by the habit of wearing leather shoes. 

“If the Japanese man desires to travel a thousand miles, 

he cun get ready for his journey in five minutes. His whole 
vuttit need not cost 75 cents; and all his baggage can be put 
into a handkerchief. On $10 he can travel for a year with- 
out work, or he can travel simply on his ability to work, or 
he can travel as a pilgrim. You may reply that ong sav- 
age can do the same thing. Yes, but any civilized man 
; and the Japanese has been a highly civilized man 
v’ at least a thousand years. Hence his present capacity 
threaten Western manufacturers. 
“Ability to live without furniture, without impedimenta, 
with the least possible amount of neat clothing, shows more 
than the advantage held by this Japanese race in the strug- 
gle of life; it shows also the real character of some weak- 
hesses in our own civilization. It forces reflection upon the 
useless multiplicity of our daily wants.’’ 





PIERRE LOTI—LIEUT. JULIEN VIAND. 


Pierre Loti, the French author and member of the Na- 
tional Academy, known in the French Navy as Lieut. Julien 
Viand, is the subject of a sketch by Mme. Adam in “The 
New Budget.” She says: 

Ses Lieut. Julien Viand, whenever he has the leisure to do so, 
»ecomes Pierre Loti from 2 o'clock until 6 o’clock in the af- 
'ernoon, He requires no more time than this to write in 
his superb, large, correct handwriting a volume in a few 
‘honths, His study is always full of flowers; he has a pas- 
‘ion for them, and in a few seconds he can arrange in a 
‘ise an exquisite bouquet of what had appeared to be the 
"ost insignificant of flowers. The more perfume his flowers 
have the more he loves them. Loti is wy} fond of 
cats. He attracts them to him to such a degree that all 


the unfortunate cats in a — where he is living seem to 
sive each other the word, and flock about him to enlist his 
‘yiipathy in their lot, to which he is never insensible. This 


brings to mind his wonderful ‘Book of Pity and of Death,” 
'n which he has drawn us to peteente so deeply in the 
sufferings of animals. It has often been said that a man of 
letters cannot be a sailor in serious earnest. Such an af- 
prmation may be true in regard to others, although the 
rench Navy has counted Genquenet authors among its 
men; it is not true in regard to Loti. No one is more con- 


versant with the occupations of his career, more attentive 
or skillful in performing his duties. Here, again, he grati- 
fles the old postion of childhood for ay tong exercises, his 
love of activity. The calling of a sailor has this peculiarity, 
which would naturally attract Loti’s choice, that in it one 
is always on the eve of a battle between the elements, of an 
unfolding of moral and physical power, and that it affords 
many days to be given to dreaming.” 


JAPAN’S NAVAL POLICY. 


In the opinion of Vice-Adml. Baron Akamatsu, of the Jap- 
anese Navy, the naval policy of Japan must now be changed. 
She fitted herself to fight China, whom she has crushed; 
but now she must be prepared to measure herself with 


European powers. The greater includes the less, and what- 
ever may ve the diplomatic relations with Great Britain, it 
is Great Britain—the strongest naval power—she must have 
in view. Hence the need of battleships—at least four of 
15,000 tons, says the Admiral—with not less than 100 war- 
ships in all, “besides some hundred torpedo boats."’ “With 
such a fleet a fight with a European power—England?—is 
possible."’ Japan, he reasons, must have command of the 
sea. The Admiral does not apprehend much from Russia. 
He considers France more formidable, and apparently doubts 
her purposes. A Yokohama correspondent of the **Débats” 
says that French interference is likely to cost French firms 
the loss of all contracts for the Japanese Government. 
Japan is credited with the purpose of putting in hand four 
battleships, in addition to those already in hand in England, 
and six tirst-class and twelve second-class cruisers, besides 
gunboats, destroyers and torpedo craft. The Japanese press 
urges that orders for the new vessels, or many of them, 
should be placed in HWngland. Among other schemes on 
foot are the construction of new railways, the enlargement 
of the arsenals, the construction at Kobe of a dry dock ca- 
pable of accommodating the new battleships, and a cable 
from Kagoshima in Japan to Formosa and the Pescadores, 
passing by the Liu Kiu Islands.

AMERICANS IN THE CUBAN ARMY. 


It appears that several ex-privates of the Army are 
serving with the Cubans. Watson, formerly of the 23d 
Inf.; Wilson, formerly of the 4th Inf.; Joseph L. Rounds, 
formerly of the Ist Cay., and Hamilton, formerly of the 
7th Cav. In a letter to a friend Watson says: “I got 
my commission at Tampa, Fla., on March 1, for a Cap- 
taincy in the Cuban Army at $100 per month, payable 
in gold (and I get it). The conditions were that I was 
to take charge of an independent company, and to have 
the pick of my own men. 1 went to New Orleans, and, 
as luck would have it, got five ex-United States cavalry- 
men and a very smart German, who graduated at Leip- 
sic, Germany, in chemistry, and is an expert in making 
all kinds of explosives. We started from Tampa, Fla., 
on a small steamer on March 12, and landed without 
any trouble near Santiago de Cuba. The soldiers sent 
from Spain are a young lot of boys, who were not ac- 
climated and are dying like sheep. They have little bed- 
ding and a small rubber cape to cover their shoulders, 
and all are armed with the Mauser rifles and machetas. 
We have daily encountered small bands of Spanish 
troops, annihilating them like you would grouse on a 
cold, frosty morning.” 
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The principal feature of the new fuse is a plunger. A 
spindle carries the firing pin, which is squared at its 
point. A recess and a groove are cut into the spindle. 
This recess contains a spiral spring and a catch pin, and 
the sleeve has an interior groove for the point of the catch 
pin to enter. The open spring safety ring is sprung into 
the groove of the spindle. 





U. 8S. MILITARY WHEELMEN. 


The first annual convention of the U. 8S. Military Wheel- 
men was held in the Broadway Central Hotel, New York 
City, on Oct. 16, the meeting being called for 10 o'clock 
in the morning. This proved a very inconvenient hour, and 
the result was a slim attendance, many who are interested 
in the movement finding it impossible to leave their busi- 
ness and attend. A considerable interest is manifest in the 
movement, and letters from Army and National Guard offi- 
cers from various parts of the United States were received 
expressing the hope of success. Among these were letters 
from Byt. Lieut. Colonel E. Rice, U. 8S. A.; Maj. Gen. Geo. 
kh. Snowden, Pennsylvania N. G.; Col. I’. Vhisterer, A. A. 
G., and Gen. R. 8S. Oliver, 3d Brigade N. Y.; Gen. A. Ord- 
way, District of Columbia Militia; ex-Inspr. Gen. T. H. 
McGrath, Maj. Gen. Dalton, of Massachusetts. The mect- 
ing was presided over by Capt. E. T. McCrystal, 69th Regt., 
N. G. N. ¥. The morning session was devoted to routine 
business, and an informal discussion on the military bicycle. 
Maj. Giddings, Signal Officer of the Connecticut N. G., who 
has had considerable experience with the bicycle in sery- 
ice, as his corps are equipped with them, stated that he 
found the machines very valuable in courier service, and 
that he believed its development would be much more yalu- 


able in the future. The general opinion seemed to be that 
a military bicycle should weigh from 20 to 25 pounds with 
heavy pneumatic tires. In the afternoon Maj. Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, U. 8S. A., was introduced, his name being heartily 
applauded, and, addressing the assemblage, he said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: I shall not attempt to 
make an address, I shall only say a few words in conversa- 
tion regarding the purpose of this gathering, as I under- 
stand it. As far as I can see it is a cemmendable enter- 
prise, and as all great enterprises have been started by a 
few intelligent and enterprising men, this is probably one 
of that class. The number gathered here this afternoon is 
not very great, yet you have evidently perfected an or- 
ganization and started, I think, in the right course. 

“In calling it a military organization | judge that the 
purpose is to form an association of military men that 
would promote the best interests of the service. If a man 
is to be a perfect soldier he has to be, in the first place, 


a good citizen. There can be no perfect soldier in this 
country unless he is an American citizen. He must be de 
voted to the interests of this country as well as of the 


State and nation, and by taking service in the State or na- 
tion he demonstrates the fact that he is devoted to our 
form of government, and is willing, if need be, to die for the 
honor and integrity of the institutions of the nation; and 
in utilizing the appliances of war he, of course, desires to 
adopt and make use of any such appliances as will render 
him most efficient, and with which he can render the best 
services to his country. We have seen the weapons and 
appliances of war changed very greatly in our own time, 
though we are slow to adopt anything new. During the 
Mexican war our Army were provided with the old flint- 
lock gun, though the percussion cap had been invented 
years before and was well understood years before. In the 
last war breech-loaders had been used by hunters and in 
various ways, yet our armies went into the war with the 
muzzle-loading gun, showing that military bodies are slow 
to adopt any new device. In appliances for civil purposes 
we have seen steam-power take the place of horses in all 
great lines of transportation of freight and passengers 
over this country. We have seen steam and electric-power 
take the place of horses on street railways, and we have 
in our own time seen adopted by our people another appli- 
ance by which man can transport himself from one part 
of the country to the other. The bicycle has come to stay. 
It is a useful instrument for man’s recreation, gives health 
and strength, and, I am sure, will promote longevity. The 
question is, How far can we utilize it for war purposes? 
We have seen enough to convince many men that it will 
be one of the most useful appliances in war. I have heard 
it said that you cannot maneuver large bodies of men with 
bicycles. I have heard men make that statement who could 
not maneuver large bodies of men on horse, foot or in any 
other way. The bicycle can be used by men who believe 
in it, who have confidence in it, and who realize that it 
is likely to occupy a valuable place for war purposes. In 
some places it can be used where horses cannot; there are 
some places where it cannot be used where horses cannot. 
You cannot swim a river on a bicycle, but you can conceal 
it there for several days, fish it up and ride away, which 
you cannot do with a horse. There are many ways of using 
it where a horse would be impracticable and where men 
could not perform the same service on foot, and I think 
your association is a commendable one. I do not think it 
will lessen your interest in the National Guard any more 
than similar private associations have lessened interest in 
the National Guard. There are associations of military 
men all over the country, yet their devotion to their regi- 
ments is quite as much as if they did not belong to these 
private military associations. Therefore, all I can say is a 


word of encouragement, and, as far as I understand it, I 
heartily indorse the enterprise.’’ 
Sergt. Maj. H. J. Barron, Pennsylvania N. G., read an 


interesting paper on the bicycle, and another very interest- 
ing paper was that of Lieut. A. J. Griffin, 69th Regt. N. Y., 
on the “Status of the American Volunteer in Time of 
Peace.”’ A committee was appointed to prepare a consti- 
tution and by-laws, and in the evening the following officers 
were elected: President, Brig. Gen. A. Ordway, District of 
Columbia Militia; vice-president, Byt. Lieut. Col. E. Rice,

NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 


Report of the Government Inspector Byt Brig. Genl. Guy ¥, 
Henry, Lieut Col. 5th 8. S. Cav. 

We give here the report of Gen. Henry upon the Ney 
York State Camp. After enumerating the drills and 
ceremonies Gen. Henry says: 

Proficiency in drills generally good, varying in organi- 
zations. ‘Lhat of the batteries with limited use of horses 
was remarkable and they should be aided by generous 
appropriations. ‘the following requirements were report 
ed on, viz.: Discipline, military appearance, setting up 
drill, attention to duty, instruction of non-commissioned 
officers, police of camp, guard mount, guard duty, re 
views and parades, extended order drill, close order drill, 
condition of arms, clothing and equipments and _person- 
nel. Valuations of excellent, very good, good, fair, poor, 
were given as determined by me in a week’s observa. 
tion, difficult in that short time to properly decide, and 
as well to discriminate best companies im the same com- 
mand. 

The regiment attaining the highest degree of excel- 
lence in the above was taken as a standard thereon. Set- 
ting up drill had been generally neglected and this neg- 
lect was shown in appearance of men. Four or five of 
the old exercises are all that are necessary, and objec- 
tions are raised to the at present seventeen in number, 
Regimental drills, except by the 22d Regt., were not had, 
for lack of time or interest, and under battalion forma- 
tions the military impress comes from the Major, and not 
the Colonel, who in a regimental drill is more of a bri- 
gade commander. ‘the 7th Regt., National Guard of 
New York, was the standard assumed by me as nearest 
perfection, and in some ways cleanliness of equipment, 
etc., a possible attainment by all. Jlroticiency of each 
organization shown in appended reports. 

Field exercises: ‘These consisted of formations of ad- 
vance and rear guards, posting a picket and its sentinels, 
passage of defiles and attack and defense of positions. 
‘hose who had these exercises showed intelligence, in- 
terest and a ready American adaptability to all require- 
ments of the situation. ‘Lhe latter part of the encamp- 
ment, owing to the failure of a command to suspend its 
fire at fifty yards, and injuries caused thereby, further 
exercises were not allowed. ‘this was to be regretted, 
as the exemplification of an attack and defense was full 
illustrated on that occasion, being well arranged and ex- 
ecuted. ‘To have these object lessons, without blank 
cartridges, the affair would not only be without interest, 
but carry no instruction. Unfortunately these practical 
exercises, when cartridges are used, are called “sham 
fights,” but that they are necessary is illustrated by some 
recent foreign maneuvers where smokeless powder was 
used and had to be abandoned for smoke powder, so 
that the location of pickets, forces, etc., could be dis- 
covered and movements regulated accordingly. When 
men have fire discipline and are under control nothing 
but good should follow with each practice. ‘Che mis 
nomer “sham fights” should be replaced by that of “prac- 
tice meneuvers,”’ 

The 7th had a similar object lesson of defense and at- 
tack without disastrous results, and the opinion was ex- 
pressed that a thousand open order drills in the armory 
would not bring in their train one-half the experience re- 
sulting from an hour in the field, and in the event of an) 
further trouble it was more than likely that what was 
learned Wednesday morning, the day of the practice, 
would demonstrate its influence on the officers and men 
of the 7th. 

The only thing required to stimulate these field exer 
cises is for the War Department to suggest the same be- 
fore the programme of each encampment is made out, 
and to require the officers detailed to report particularly 
on the results obtained. When this is known an effort 
would be made to carry out this much-to-be-desired field 
practice by all State troops. Those having this practice 
referred to in separate reports herewith. 

Discipline varied with regiments from excellent to fair, 
being generally good, the principal laxness being fail- 
ures to give salutes, standing at attention, talking in 
ranks and slowness at formations. These were contined 
to very few, and referred to in special reports, and were 
considered in grading for discipline and attention to duty. 
The discipline of a command is shown by its attention 
to duty and strict, prompt and cheerful obedience to al! 
orders. When this can be accomplished and always to 
be relied upon, the discipline which requires a line of 
separation between officers and men can in the Nationa! 
Guard be obliterated, and this is possible in the regiment 
1 have assumed as a standard. ‘Their peculiar organiza- 
tion is such that a private has an equal pride in his regi- 
ment with his Colonel and makes here a distinction un- 
necessary. I make this explanation because discipline 
generally depends upon the existence of this line of sep 
aration, and in the majority of cases must be maintained. 

Personnel (officers) varied in regiments from very good 
to good, it being generally good, as all showed a desire 
to learn, were active and zealous, some being better in- 
formed than others, as would occur in any profession. 
Personnel shown in separate reports. 

Recommendations: (1) That each regiment or organi- 
zation of the National Guard have kept on hand in their 
armories for use in the field or for emergencies the regu 
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ation field or woven belt, shelter tent and all necessary 
ooking utensils for field service or emergencies when it 
might be necessary to be self-dependent. 

(2) In order to obtain the most benefit from marches 
» camp duties lessons of a short and practical nature, 
overing the above, and embracing simple and practical 
gies in minor tactics, should be given to organizations at 
their armories or drill rooms during the winter months. 
qhree or four of such to every company would be of 
more Value than the corresponding number of drills lost. 
(3) In camps practical instruction in handling and cook- 
ing of the U. S. ration and pitching of tents should be 
had, as well as many practical field exercises as possible, 
peyond the drill regulations, and necessary to be known 
in active service. These practices will develop soldiers 
quicker than a curriculum of drills with a constant repe- 
tition of well-understood or practiced commands or move- 
ments. Suggestions made under field exercises covering 

» above. 
my) Better results would be obtained by the organiza- 
tion of Separate companies into battalions so that they 
would have a head, and officers of proper rank to instruct 
them when companies are brought together in camp, a 
defect shown in this encampment. One or more regi- 
ments for service with heavy artillery guns should be a 
part of the National Guard. vat 
(5) The detail of four inspectors, whose positions shal! 
be permanent and who when nominated shall pass a 
poard of examination, the duties of each one to inspect 
and instruct in drill and art of war by practical lectures, 
the troops of a designated brigade, as often during the 
year as possible is advocated. ‘These inspectors to be on 
the staff and under the orders of the Commander-in- 
Chief of the National Guard, to whom they render re- 
ports. The permanency of the positions, with the rank 
of at least a Colonel, would attract able officers and 
pring results of great value to the National Guard. 

(6) A yearly encampment of all the National Guard 
for four days, if seven is not possible, would bring bet- 
ter results than seven days every other year, as work 
commenced one summer could thus be made continuous, 
and the presence of the same men for two conseeutive 
summers more assured. Organizations were in camp 
with over 60 per cent. of men who had never been there 

fore. 
en) As the militia of the various States are fostered by 
the general Government, and in case of war are its chief 
reliance, I would recommend that they be called “State 
troops,” and the misnomer of militia be not applied to 
men who show so many characteristics of true soldiers. 
Looking also to the general interest of harmony, and 
the establishment of cordial relations between all troops, 
I would recommend that the U. S. regulations be amend- 
ed so as to allow the same salutes and courtesies to offi- 
cers of the National Guard, when on duty or in uniform, 
as they are now required by their regulations to extend 
to regulars. ; - 

Remarks: Too much attention is given to the details 
of formations, ceremonies and close order drills by com- 
pany or battalion and this will continue owing to com- 
petition or rivalry till other requirements are made. The 
vreat number of extended order drills could with better 
military results have been well supplemented by other 
practical work, all the time being taken up by the pre- 
scribed drills. The delay in formations or alignments 
was noticeable with some commands and too much de- 
pendence placed on guides. The condition of the major- 
ity of arms showed that men were not instructed in their 
care, but relied upon an armorer who in the field is not 
available as in the armory. ‘The belts, scabbard and 
cartridge boxes nearly all showed need of care, and the 
application of some suitable dressing, none being fur- 
nished, but Miller’s Harness Dressing is allowable. A 
model “kit” should be kept in each company as a stand- 
ard. The enlistment of a hospital corps would be better 
than the present system of details. The 7th was the 
only regiment whose arms and equipments were in per- 
fect condition, the latter belonging to the regiment, both 
belts, boxes, scabbards and brasses being, with a very 
few exceptions, in perfect condition. Athletic associa- 





tions are cultivated in the different regiments and are 
well worthy of imitation in our service. Programme of 
exercises held in camp by the 7lst Regt. enclosed with 
report. While some commands observed were better 
than others and oy in each regiment excelled 
each other, it is thought that this is due in many cases 
to fortunate conditions of money or time and independ- 
ence, greater esprit, or more appreciation of the many 
requirements of a soldier than to poorer material in an 
organization. All showed a desire to learn, and it is 
most creditable that with a sacrifice on their part of 
comfort and business interests they willingly join the 
National Guard and demonstrate they are actuated by a 
spirit and motive which must evoke the respect of any 
soldier, and, as well, call forth praise for any efforts 
made or success attained by them in their manly volun- 
tary performance of duties. Those I have seen reflect 
credit upon themselves and State, justify expenditures 
of money for their instruction, and they will when called 
upon in the future, as they have in the past, render 
faithful service, protect the honor and sustain law and 
order of either State or nation. My tour of duty at the 
camp of the National Guard of New York will always 
be a most pleasant memory of my Army service. Re- 
spectfully submitted, GUY V. HENRY, 
Lieut.

7th Regt.: Average per cent. of attendance 81-74. Bicycles 
were used in carrying messages in extended order. A de- 
tachment of Co. H sent quickly and eee messages by 
flag and heliograph. Same company reported as drilled in 
bayonet exercise. This command is composed of educated 
men who desire to learn or receive any needed instruction, 
are loyal to all duty, are prompt and exact in formations, 
or military requirements, have an esprit or pride which 
animates the whole regiment, which forms a unique body 
of citizen soldiery, a model for others to imitate and of 
which the State of New York may be justly proud.

47th Regt.: Average per cent. of attendance, 77.25. At one 
parade, held in a pouring rain, I heard no murmur or com- 
plaint, an index of good soldierly qualities. They were 
slow in formations, many talking in ranks, showed need 
of setting up drill, and more care in rendering prescribed 
salutes or coming to attention. They were taught the for- 
mation of advance guards and posting a picket; the attack 
and defense maneuver, owing to inclement weather, was 
omitted. I grade them as follows: Discipline and military 
appearance good, setting up drill poor, attention to duty 
fair, instruction of non-commissioned officers fair, police of 
camp very good, guard mount fair (rifles, clothing and 
equipment not always being clean or up to the standard), 
guard duty good, parades with passage in review fair, con- 
dition of arms, clothing and equipments fair to good, per- 
sonnel good. : 

14th, 15th, 16th and 28th Separate Companies: Average 
per cent. of attendance, 78.57; 60.57; 82.93; 78.27. They 
were slow in formations, showed need of drill, setting up 
exercises, and generally neglected the required salutations 
or coming to attention. In a heavy rain storm, during a 
dress parade, they showed characteristics of good soldiers 
by unmurmuring exposure to the elements. They were 
taught practically advance and rear guards, passage of de- 
files, but owing to rain the practice maneuver of attack 
and defense was omitted. Discipline good, military appear- 
ance fair, setting up drill poor, attention to duty fair, in- 
struction of non-commissioned officers fair, police of camp 
very good, guard mount (rifles, clothing and equipments 
not always being cleaned or up to the standard) fair, guard 
duty good, parades with passage in review fair, condition 
of arms, clothing and equipments fair to good, personnel 
fair to good.

Per cent. of attendance, 84.31. In formations 
they were slow, and this was particularly noticeable at 
parades.

At guard mount rusty rifles were seen, and dirty 
equipments, these, toward the*last, showed daily improve- 
ment. They were very attentive giving required salutes, 
some talking was noticed in ranks. The usual theoretical 
instruction was given, and I offered to give practical in- 
struction in advance guards, ete., but was not called upon 
for that purpose. I grade them as follows: Discipline good, 
military appearance good, setting up drill fair, some com- 
panies need setting up drill more more than others, atten- 
tion to duty good, instruction of non-commissioned officers

The physique and set up of the men was good and 
salutations were general, with few exceptions. Formations 
were prompt, and men apparently attentive to duty. The 
hospital corps had no litters. I grade them as follows: Dis- 
cipline good, setting up drill very good, military appearance 
very good, attention to duty very good, instruction of non- 
commissioned officers very good, police of camp very good, 
guard mount good (equipments generally clean, but rifles

69th Regt.: Average per cent. of attendance, 79.84. They 
are a soldierly looking lot of men, all Irish, anxious and 
willing for work, and will, in time, after being properly 
officered and drilled and reorganized make a fine regiment. 
In the passage in review, notwithstanding limited drills, 
they looked and marched well. They had no hospital corps 
detail. They were generally attentive to required saluta- 
tions. I grade them as follows: Discipline good, military 
appearance good, setting up drill good, attention to duty 
very good, instruction of non-commissioned officers fair, 
guard mount fair (rifles and equipments not always clean 
or up to the standard, and much to learn in other ways), 
guard duty good, reviews very good, extended order drill 
fair, close order drill poor, condition of arms, clothing and 
equipments fair, personnel to be improved:

2d Bat.: Average per cent. of attendance, 89. The bat- 
tery had daily drills of about two hours and formation for 
review. They presented a good appearance with daily im- 
provements. The guns have old-fashion brakes, no safety 
vents, chest handles too low, no tampions or vent covers or 
steel collars; those issued by U. 8. too small. Those used 
hired with horses. Pole props of wood had to be replaced 
with iron ones. The battery has two wagons bought ont 
of battery fund. Forage and battery wagons complete. I 
grade them as follows: Discipline good, military appearance 
good, attention to duties good, setting-up drill fair (men not 
setting erect), instruction of non-commissioned officers good, 
police of camp good, guard duty good, review very good, 


drill very good, condition of harness and horses good, cloth- 
ing and equipments very good, personnel very good. 

Harness 
and carriages are old and obsolete. No battery wagon or 
forage.

6th Bat.: Average per cent. of attendance, 95. This bat- 
tery is in fine order and in drill compares favorably to any 
battery. Picks, shovels, axes, etc., were not supplied with 
caissons. Requisition for battery wagon and forge disap- 
paose Issue of collars too small; those used hired with 
orses. No steel collars issued. They have boxes to carry 
all their material. Patent chocks for use on cars and an 
adjustable ramp for loading horses, not always had in our 
service and of importance when time is considered. They 
have a complete set of miniature guns, limbers and caissons 
for illustrating study of drill. Handles of limber chests too 
low and braces for limber chests too light. I grade them as 
follows: Discipline very good, military appearance good, 
attention to duty very good, setting-up drill fair (men not 
setting erect), instruction of uon-commissioned officers very 
good, police of camp very good, guard duty very good, con- 
dition of stables very good, review very good, drill very 
good, condition of harness and horses very good, clothing 
and —— good, personnel very good to fair. 
3d Signal Corps: Average per cent. of attendance, 78; 
those absent being sick or unavoidably detained. A fine, 
intelligent body of men, who, in time of war, will render 
valuable service in signal corps. They had about six hours 
drill in twenty-four hours by flag, heliograph, torch, flash 
lantern, or telegraph. They have no suitable field telegraph 
train. They have a complete outfit of signal equipments 
for forty enlisted men. Discipline very good, military ap- 
pearance very good, attention to duty very good, setting up 
drill very good, instruction of non-commissioned officers 
very good, police of camp good, drills very good, condition 
of arms very good, clothing and equipments very good, per- 
sonnel very good.
